Smith asks Britain to intervene in Rhodesia 


Salisbury, March 20, (AFP). — 
Prime Minister Ian Smith to- 
day called on the British go- 
vernment to enter the Rhode- 
sian constitutional issue, asser- 
ting that it has a positive role 
to play. 

Mr. Smith told a news con- 
ference here that the British 
government was in a position 
where it was impossible for it 
to remain aloof from the Rho- 
desian issue. Mr. Smith also 
said that in certain circumstan- 
ces he and his government 
would be prepared to abandon 
the Unilateral Declaration of 
Independence under, which 
Rhodesia separated itself from 
Britain in 1965. 

Mr. Smith’s conference , fol- 
lowed yesterday's breakdown, 
in the constitutional negotia- 
tions between the government 


and Joshua Nkomo’s African 
National Council (ANC). 

Yesterday, when Mr. Smith’s 
talks with the Rhodesian-based 
faction of the (ANC) broke 
down, the British Foreign Of- 
fice said Britain would not -in- 
tervene unless Mr. Smith ac- 
cepted the principle of swift 
African majority rule.- 

Today Foreign Secretary Ja- 
mes Callaghan confirmed this 
position and said it was “impe- 
rative” that Mr. Smith accept 
this solution. 

But soon after Mr. Smith's 
new appeal, the Conservative 
spokesman of foreign affairs, 
Reginald Maudling, said in a 
radio broadcast that Britain 
should intervene immediately 
to find a negotiated settlement 
before a war became inevitable. 

In a statement before ques- 


tions from about 50 reporters 
at tie televised conference, Mr. 
Smith said the British govern- 
ment should now “come in 
through the front door” and 
participate in the Rhodesia is- 
sue and accept the responsibi- 
lity it claimed it had for Rho- 
desia. 

Asked if British involvement 
meant he was ready to aban- 
don UDI, Mr. Smith said he was 
prepared to consider it but this 
did not mean he would agree. 

Asked if his decision to call 
on the British government to' 
re-enter the constitutional ne- 
gotiations meant he was going 
back on his statement that the- 
re would never be .majority ru- 
le in his lifetime, Mr. Smith 
said that if he ever had to re- 
cant on this statement he

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Hour of truth 

Next week's Security Council debate on Israeli policies 
in the occupied Arab territories will be a major landmark in 
■the continuing search for a Middle East peace settlement. 
This is for two reasons : the fact that Israel has decided not 
■to boycott the sessions and will in fact join the debate along 
with the PLO, and that this will be a guts and blood debate 
about the focal point of the Middle East conflict — Zionist 
existence in Palestine. 

There may or may not emerge a pioneering "dialogue 
between the Israeli and Palestinian representatives ; but at 
least this will be a forum where the Palestinians and the 
Israelis cgn accuse and answer each other. If so, this direct 
confrontation will be a giant step forward towards the mecha- 
nics of peace, if not the immediate substance of peace. 

It will be a terrific lesson in Zionist evasion tactics to see 
how the Israeli delegation skirts the issue of its occupation of 
lands seized in 1967. The Israelis have long tried to put off the 
day when they would find themselves sitting in a room with 
a Palestinian delegation discussing Israeli occupation policies 
in Palestine. Once this process gets underway, they will find 
it difficult to draw the line between Zionism in Nablus or I 
Ramallah, and Zionism in Haifa and Nazareth. In fact, the 
pandora's box of Zionism has been opened. 

This is precisely what the Israelis have always tried to 
avoid — discussing themselves and their goals in public. They 
will get through the ordeal by their ever-ready fallback tactics 
of neglecting (the question at hand and talking about some- 
thing completely different. Look for .the Israelis in New York 
next week to discuss, among other standard, old-time Zionist 
favourites, the situation of Jews in the Soviet Union, the situa- 
tion of Jews -throughout the Arab World, the instability in 
Lebanon, the arms build-ups by the Arab states, the militant 
edge of the Palestine Liberation Organisation, the status of 
Palestinian refugees throughout the Arab World, and, if the 
Israeli delegation is really in top form, probably some won- 
drous sidelights about the fertility of the lower Euphrates 
Basin and its tremendous capacity to absorb Palestinian set- 
tlers, or how the oil-producing Arab states have enough money 
to buy the New York Stock Exchange and distribute its shares 
to all the Palestinians of ithe world. This is only a partial list. 

The Israelis will hammer home the point about how the 
Arabs do not recognise Israel’s right to exist — the corner- 
stone of Zionist blabber. 

. It will.be interesting indeed to see what the Israelis come 
up. with .when a. Palestinian body will stand up to them in 
the Security Council and refute their catalogue of deceit. It is 
highly unlikely that the Israelis will be able to withstand the 
reality of Palestinian aspirations in Palestine without resorting 
to a whole new bag of tricks.

set up a special fund, called the 
“Steadfastness Fund", whose 
money should go to bolster the 
battle in the West Bank to ma- 
ke good any damages incurred 
through the Israeli foolhardi- 
ness, and to finance indepen- 
dent projects in the fields of 
agriculture, economy and pub- 
lic services. 

Al Ahram says that the West 
Bank upsurge indicates that 
the continuation of Israeli oc- 
cupation has become totally un- 
bearable, and that Israeli attem- 
pts to contain the "reasons of 
rejection” were dashed to the 
ground; so also the allegations 
that this Palestinian rejection 
was imported from outside Pa- 
lestine. "The Israeli oppressive 
measures,” Al Ahram said, 
“have culminated in murdering 
children. But the blowing up of 
houses, the mass arrests and to- 
rture in prisons had already 
come to naught... What rema- 
ined for Israel is to recognise 
the rights of the Palestinian pe- 
ople to determine their own 
future, and to evacuate the 
occupied land without furth- 
er delay.” 

Al Nahar of Beirut says the 
most miserable moment now 
facing Lebanon is that it does- 
n’t know where it is going or 
where it is being taken...

The French Cultural Centre 
in Jabel El-Weibdeh can pro- 
bably be more correctly termed 
an audio-visual centre as their 
main function is the teaching 
of the French language. From 
120 students 4 years ago, the 
numbers have risen to the pre- 
sent 450-500. This has happen- 
ed mainly through revision and 
improvement of the courses 
offered. The traditional langua- 
ge teaching methods were dis- 
pensed with in favour of up-to- 
date courses. 


All the classes are now equip- 
ped with audio-visual teaching 
aids and 2 language laborato- 
ries are available for use by the 


students when required. There 
are 25/26 classes in operation 
each day during the 3 term 
year. 

The small library holds about 
10,000 books in French with 
educational films and tapes 
also In stock. Two French films 
are shown each month with 
sub-titles in Arabic and lectu- 
res are occasionally given by 
French scholars. 

Help is given to the French 
Embassy to organise various 
activities and there is a close 
association with the cultural 
attache there who is responsi- 
ble for providing information 
about France.

Israel’s attendance at Security Council debate 
on AI-Aqsa-motivated by self-interest ? 


TEL AVIV, March 20, (Ag- 
encies). — Israel’s decision to 
sit down with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
at next week’s United Nations 
Security Council debate on Is- 
raeli violations of the religious 
and political rights of the pe- 
ople of the occupied West Bank 
does not mean it has changed 
its attitude to the PLO Foreign 
Ministry sources said here. 

Nor does it mean the Israeli 
government has recognised the 
PLO as a valid negotiating par- 
ty, they added. 

According to the sources, 
the only significance of the an- 
nouncement was to show that 
Israel would not systematically 
boycott all Security Council de- 
bates to which the PLO was in- 
vited. 

They noted that the Israelis 
did not boycott debates in the 
General Assembly or in any 
other international body which 


the PLO attended as an obser- 
ver. 

In each case a decision is 
made in accordance with Isra- 
el’s own interests, they added. 

Foreign Minister Yigal Allon, 
speaking yesterday at Tel Av- 
iv Press Club stressed that Is- 
rael's refusal to attend last De- 
cember's debate on Palestine 
was in no way a precedent. 

Israel stayed away from that 
debate because Syria called for 
it as a condition for Syrian ag- 
reement to the renewal of the 
mandate of the United Nations 
observer force on the Golan 
Heights, Allon said, while Isra- 
el believed that the renewal of 
the U.N. forces’ mandate sho- 
uld be unconditional, since the 
presence of U.N. “Blue Helm- 
ets” between the front lines was 
an integral part of the 1975 Sy- 
rian-Israeli disengagement agre- 
ement.

Whereas observers are high-

BANGKOK. March 20 (AFP). 
— The Thai government today 
ordered 4,500 U.S. advisors 
and technicians out of the 
country within four months 
and an immediate halt to ope- 
rations at U.S. intelligence 
monitoring centres in Thai- 
land. 

Prime Minister Kukrit Pra- 
moj announced that a two- 
hour special meeting of the 
cabinet had rejected a U.S. 
bid to maintain some 3.000 
military advisors and techni- 
cians in Thailand. 

The government decided to 
abolish a 1964 radio commu- 
nication research agreement 
which set up intelligence mo- 
nitoring stations around the 
country, to stop operation of 
the centres as from midnight 
tonight and to expel the 4.500 
U.S. technicians running the 
centres within four months. 

The shut-down order affects 
sophisticated electronic instal- 
lations at Ramasoon in the 
northeast, Koh Kah in the 
north and at Utapao airbase. 

The Thai government ruled 
that 270 U.S. advisors could 
remain in Thailand under the 
terms of military assistance 
agreement signed since 1950. 

After the premier's announ- 
cement the U.S. embassy is- 
sued a statement pledging to 
begin withdrawal of the U.S. 
"residual military presence” 
immediately. 

Meanwhile, an estimated 
10,000 people gathered at an 
anti-American rally in central 
San am Luang park this even- 
ing to hear speeches against 
the U.S. military presence in 
Thailand. 

Today was the deadline for 
the American forces to with- 
draw from Thailand. 

The United States is prepa- 
ring to withdraw "immediate- 
ly” its remaining forces in 
Thailand, a state department 
spokesman announced in Wa- 
shington today.
